FEMALE SUFFRACE. 


From the Richmond (Va.) Religious Heraid.) 
It isnot our purpose to discuss the 
political bearing of this subject. To us 
t seems to be of no importance. There 
is sich an identity of interests views and 
aims between women and their fathers, 
brothers, ‘husbands and male friends, 
that we can scarcely suppose that the 
issue of any election would be changed 
by investing the weaker sex with the 
right to vote. The discussion of this 
point, at any rate, is beyond the limit 
which we have prescribed for our labors 
as journalists. The question, however, 
has a very decided and momentous social 
and moral bearing, which gives it a 
strong claim to the candid attention of 
‘all who desire the purity and elevation 
of the sex. 
When the ballot was first claimed for 
males in this country, no proposal 
could have seemed more extravagant and 
preposterous. It was advocated exclu- 
sively bya few “ strong-minded women, 
‘who were generally supposed to have 
mistaken their sex. It was received 
with almost universal derision. It has, 
however, been steadily gaining ground, 
not only by the multiplication of its 
friends, but by the intelligence, respec- 
 tability and influence of its supporters.

- The ballot ealls for of- 
fice, office for electioneering, electioneer- 
ing for demagoguism, and demagoguism, 
injurious to man, must prove ruinous to 
woman. The ballot will educate woman 
for this downward career. Gradually 
she will lose her instinctive delicacy, 
and her sweet modesty, and, called to act 
the.part of man, she will adopt his habits 
and imitate his vice3, that she may rival 
him in success. 

Another consequence of female suf- 
frage, we must briefly notice. Rights 
bring responsibilities: pfivileges are 
linked with duties.

NOVEL SUIT IN COURT. 


The Libel Snit of Charities Reade 
Against the Proprietors of 
The Hound Table.”

In the Supreme Court, trial term, be- 
fore Mr. Justice Clerke, a novel and in- 
teresting scene was enacted yesterday, 
with all due decorum, the oceasion being 
nothing else than the reading of the cel- 
ebrated nevel, “ Griffith Gaunt,” to the 
court and jury by Mr. George Vanden- 
hoff, the well known elocutionist. Some 
people used to assert that Mr. Dickens 
could not read the trial scene from 
“ Piekwick ” any better than Mr. Van- 
denhoff; but the “reading” yesterday 
was the feature in the trial scene, rather 
thamthe “ trial scene ” the feature in the 
reading. Instead of heavy tomes from 


| Coke upon Littleton, down to that bun- 


dle of confusior, “The Revised Statutes 
of New York,” the counsel tables were 
covered with copies of Mr. Charles 
Reade’s novels, and “ Griffith Gaunt, or 
Jealousy,” was for one day, at least, the 
most carefully studied authority recog- 
nized by the court, and, instead of dull 


and dreary arguments founded upon pre- 


eedents as dull and dreary events as the 
arguments, the court and jury, the coun- 
sel and spectators, all resigned them- 
selves to hearing the unfolding of the 
“plot” of one of the most startling and 
striking novels of. this startling and 
striking novel-producing age. Even the 
door-keeper was compelled to listen and 
the clerk to hear. 

In 1866, Mr. Charles Reade sued 
Charles H. Sweetser and Dorsey Gard- 
ner, at that time publishers of The Round 
Table, in libel, the complaint being 


founded upon two criticisms on the novel 


‘Grifith Gaunt,” published on the 9th 
of June and the 28th of July in that 
year, and a communication entitled “Did 
(‘harles Reade write Griffith Gaunt,’ and 
signed **G.S. H.,’ published on the 
lith of August. The novel was then 
being printed in the Argosy, an English 
periodical, and in The Atlantic Monthly, 
and the criticism charged that as far as 
it had been published it was one of the 
worst stories since the day when Sterne, 
and Fielding, and Smollet defiled tne 
English literature of the eighteenth cen- 
tury. Vhe Round Table eaid the book 
was “essentially bad and indecent,’’ and 
declared that it was left for Mr. Reade 
“not only- to elaborate with masterly 
skill the insidious growth ofa guilty pas- 
sion, but to detail the arts by which a 
dissolute servant woman seduces the hus- 
band of her mistress. The article went 
on to say that the story was “replete with 
impunity,” reeking with “ allusions that 
the most prurient scandal-monger would 
hesitate to make’; asserting that Don 
Juan” was less corrupting reading,’ and 
that ‘** George Sand and Eugene Sue were 
less pernicious authors to turn loose upon 
society than Uharles Reade, as he now 
reveals himself,’ and closed with the de- 
claration that the publishers of the Argosy 
and of the Atlantic Monthly had no right 
to introduce it into thousands of virtu- 
ous families, since it was ‘“‘only fit for the 
columns of The Police Gazette, or the 
pages of the avowed organs of the Paris- 
ian demi-monde.”’ Up to the time of 
the publication of the first article in 
The Round Table, the story has ap- 
peared in U’he Atlantic Monthly as far as 
the close of chapter 26, and, strangely 
enough, the criticism was founded upon 
the closing words of the chapter. (rif- 
fith Gaunt had deserted his wife in a 
fit of jealousy, and written to Mrs. Ry- 
der, the servant-woman of Mrs. Gaunt: 
‘‘] have taken a wayside inn, and think 
of renting asmall farm, which two things 
go well together. Now you are of all 
those 1 know most fitted to manage the 
inn, and Lthe farm. * * * So then

hoff asked that as it was the longest 
reading he had occasion to make, the 
rest of the task might be deferred until 
another day. 

The defendants suggested that the jury 


should be furnished each with a copy of 


“Grifith Gaunt,” that they might ac- 
quaint themselves with its contents, and 
that the expense be divided between the 
parties ; but this was not agreed to, and 
the jury were allowed to depart. Mr. 
Whitney, on behalf of the defendants, as 
a question of the order of proof, took the 
ground that the authorship of ‘“ Griffith 
Gaunt ’ must be proved before the book 
can be admitted in evidence. If Mr. 
Reade was not the author, he could not 
say that his professional reputation as 
an author suffered by the criticisms. As 
a matter of fact, they intended to show 
such plagiarism in the book as was in- 
jurious to his professional reputation. 

Mr. Gerry, in reply, argued that the 
authorship was in fact admitted by the 
ambiguous form of denial of the innuen- 
does of the complaint. The alleged 
libels distinctly charge. Charles Reade 
with having printed an obscene book, 
and now they come asking the court to 
hold that they have not admitted his 
authorship. The third libel charges 
that Charles Reade could not have writ- 
ten it, because of its impurrty, and in- 
sinuates that he hired some one else to 
write it. A more

not write the book, the criticisms are no 
less libelous, for they charge him with 
being the author of “ Griffith Gaunt,” 
and that it is an impure publication, 
thus charging him inductively with a 
misdemeanor.

ANCIENT ART. 


Important Discovery at Hil- 
desheim, Germany. 


ure-trove of Hildesheim, of which we 
gave a general account a short while 
since, is examined, the more important 
its discovery appears. Though they 
are by no means the only remnants of 
classical table plate in existence, the yes- 
sels that have lately come to light sur- 
pass all former trouvailles of a similar 
nature in numbers, elegance and preser- 
vation. About sixty apparently  se- 
lected specimens of “ argentum escarium 
et potorium ’ of the best time, repre- 
senting a metal value of between two 
und three thousand thalers, have within 
a few hours rewarded the easy labors of 
half a dozen Prussian archwologists— 
privates in the army te wit, who were 
originally intent upon preparing a shoot- 
ing ground. Southern Russia, and Et- 
ruria, and many another ancient “sacred”’ 
spot in north and south, have at various 
times given up similar treasures, but in 
most cases the better portion of them 
disappeared before competent eyes had 
been allowed to examine them; hence 
their extreme rarity now. That Tacitus’ 
fancy Germans were so utterly indiffer- 
ent to gold and silver as he would have 
us suppose, unless he wishes to imply 
that they were so brutally stupid that 
they really did not even know the value 
of precious metals, we do not believe. 
We know, however, that many barba- 
rians of their ilk, and even of late times, 
knowingly destroyed, by melting and 
breaking up, many a gold and silver ves- 
sel that fell into their hands: and when, 
as late as the seventeenth century, a num- 
ber of silver articles were discovered in 
Baden, near Zurich, and were scrupulous- 
ly divided among the eight “ruling 
cities,” from every one of these towns 
they speedily disappeared. Perhaps 
they gained a larger circulation by a dif- 
ferent shape. Finds of a similar kind 


were reported in this century from 


Berthonville, in Normandy, in the me- 
dicinal springs of Vicarello (the whilom 
Aquie Apollimares in Etruria), into 
which grateful patients threw their fees 
in the shape of gold and silver table ser- 
vices. At Pompeii, as late as 1835, 
fifteen such vessels were discovered, and 
that was considered one of the largest 
and luckiest acquisitions ever made. 

The most magnificent of all the mag- 
nificent works of art—for such they all 
are—found at Hildesheim, is unques- 
tionably the cup with the Minerva, to 
which we called special attention in our 
former brief enumeration. The gilding 
upon it, covering both her garments and 
arms, while it leaves the flesh untouched 
in clear silver hue, is, even at this mo- 
ment, when it has become nearly black, 
of the most happy artistic effect. Hel- 
met and -egis, shield and olive garland 
and owl—her divine attributes—are clear 
enough ; but the mysterious implement 
upon which the right arm of the god- 
dess rests has not been satisfactorily ex- 
plained yet. A staff, a plough, a war 
trumpet, the “crozicr’’ of the auger, 
all have been suggested, but none will 
do. Inthe first place the instrument is 
neither of these things; in the next, 


‘their connection with Minerva is as yet 


unknown to archiwology. 

Next in beauty and workmanship, and 
fraught with no puzzle for investigators, 
ranks the great crater, chastely encircled 
by a garland of leaves and tendrils, be- 
tween which the sweetest little amorettes 
with children’s faces, disport themselves 
hunting crabs and harpooning cuttle- 
fish. The other goblets, with their in- 
exhaustible display of artistic invention, 
their masks, their thyrsus staves, their 
herme, their flowers, and leaves, and 
branches, are each in themselves master- 


pieces of its own kind. One of the 


smaller cups, in high relief, represents 
the jolliest little Hercules imaginable. 
He has just caught hold of two serpents 
that have come to kill him, and with his 
chubby little fingers he strangles them 
forthwith, laughing at the sport. The 
two others contain raised figures of Cy- 
bele and Attis, or, as Professor Weiseler 
has it, Deus Lunus, on account of a 


crescent not commonly found with Attis. 


But on this and other minute antiqua- 
rian points, Professor Wieseler has 
promised to speak in this year’s “ Wine- 
kelman Pregramme,” the appearance of 


‘which has probably been delayed for 


this reason. It has not reached us yet. 

But were these cups intended for use ? 
The question has been negatived, and 
chiefly because their real beauty only 
comes out when they are seen in a some- 
what slanting position. They would 
thus have been intended to lean against 
the back of the show table. Perhaps

The life of Shelley has never been 
written. When, after the death of her

irritating characters ; the freedom of pa- 
tients from nausea, and the absence of 
any after effects which sometimes follow 
chloroform. Its disadvantages as an an- 
westhetic for man are, its unsuitableness 
for long operations, or those followed 
by much pain; where delicate operations 
are to be performed, the muscular 
twitchings it sometimes produces are in- 
convenient ; the difficulty of making the 
gas, and the necessity in its administra- 
tion of cumbrous apparatus ; and, lastly, 
the difficulty of obtaining it pure. 

The final conclusions drawn were, 
that protoxide of nitrogen is not useful 
as an anwsthetic in severe and prolonged 
surgical operations, but acts well in minor 
eases. Children, it is stated, are most 
readily affected by the gas, remain the 
shortest time anesthetized, and recover 
more rapidly than others. The reverse

Tlie argentum viatorum, 
or traveling silver service, of an official 
sént to the provinces, was a thing very 
well known. A cotemporary of Cicero 
bewails the use of silver kitchen utensils. 
As a proof of the poverty in which 
Domitian spent his youth, it is alleged 
that he did not even dine off silver. 
Aurelianus first removed the prohibition 
that had been laid before his time on 
gold dinner services,‘ which had boen 
made a special court privilege, while 
Marcus Aurelius ordered his own plate 
(containing numerous gold, crystal and 
murrhynia drinking vessels) to be sold 
by public auction to pay for the war 
ayainst the Mareomanni. It was he, also, 
who again permitted the general use of 
golden sofa covers. The story of the 
man, a praetor, who stole a golden cup 
from Claudius’ table, and who was in- 
vited the next day, when he found an 
earthenware cup by the side of his plate, 
is well known. 

All this treasure trove had evidently 
been buried in a hurry on what occasion 
we leave to conjecture; also whether 
Galgenberg (Gibbet Mount) may or may 
not have been a hallowed spot from old- 
en times. but what we should be glad 
to hear is that the excavations have not 
been stopped on account of the unfor- 
tunate provincial jealousy already ex- 
hibited by the’ Hanoverians, who hate 
the notion of having these things taken 
from them to Berlin, and squabble about 
this point before they even know whether 
they will remain there or be sent back 
to the Hanover museum. Many arem- 
nant still lies to a certainty buried on 
that spot—e. g. the base of the crater, 
which by its own telling weighed “ cum 
basi’’ about forty-one pounds, together 
with several other vessels of which only 
pe ge have as yet been brought to 
iwht.

to haunt them. Of course the arm of 
Hogg must be held from further 
mischief, and so Lady Shelley, who 
more than Sir Percy, had eontrolied the 
matter, withdrew the papers,and so the 
real story about Shelley remains but 
half told. 
Leigh Hunt—then an old man—and 
after consultation she entered upon her 
“Memorials,” which is certainly a well- 
written and. valuable work, but by no 
means tells the whole story we wish to 
know. Medwin’s “Life of Shelley,”

The London Saturday Review, which 
is certainly—whatever else may be said 
of it—one of the ablest and most 
thoughtful of the English journals, has 
these reflections : 

In the United States we see the in- 
fluence of money in its worst and most 
unblushing form. Of all dangers to 
whichrthe great Democracy is exposed, 
none is so conspicuous, and none so 
generally recognized by all thinking 
men, as the danger of dewnright pecun- 
lary corruption. An effort is being 
made in England to bring to justice men 
who are accused—rightly or wrongly— 
of haging defrauded the shareholders 
of a great financial company. What- 
ever the result, no one doubts that the 
case will be fully investigated, and that 
| the judges will do their duty without 
fear or favor. But in New York the 
leaders of commerce appear to be 
above the law. They use their power 
without restraint or concealment for 
transactions in shares which fairly aston- 
ish the enterprising British financier, 
and, when an appeal is made to the law 
in consequence of a quarrel between the 
conspirators, it turns out that each of 
them has a judge in his pav, and is able 
to drag the machinery of justice through 
the dirt of the most unblushing corrup- 
tion. Certainly no spectacle has been 
exhibited in England half so demora- 
lizing to the public mind as the whole 
course of the rival manipulators of the 
great Erie railroad. Money has doubt- 
less great influence upon British Par- 
liament, but at least it does not influence 
members in the repulsive form of direct 
bribery. The taxation of the country is 
doubtless determined in great measure 
by rich men; but at least we are not told 
here that mere than half the revenue 
escapes through mysterious leaks be- 
tween the contributor and the national 
exchequer, and we are entirely free from 
such mysterious but powerful agencies 
as the notorious “whisky ring.” The

Ileavy Confidence Swindie. 

A man named J. C. Rabb was yester- 
day swindled out of $200, by a couple of 
confidence operators in the stereotyped 
way. 
of Ripley county, Mo., had engaged pas- 
sage on the Liberty, for Jacksonport, 
Ark., on bis way home. While waiting 
on board the steamer for her departure, 
he fell into conversation with a very 
friendly individual, who, in ashort time, 
informed him that he was a merchant 
doing business In Jacksonport, and was 
going round bome, with his family, on 
the Liberty. ‘The strarger, after talking 
or two disappeared in the cabin, 
shortly ofter reappearing and in- 
forming Rabb that bis baby was 
sick, and he would have to-go up 
town for some medicine, Inviting 
him at the same time to accom- 
pany him. Rabb having notbing to 
do acquiesced, and the ir waiked 
up Magizon street to the Kit Williams 
Biock hunting for adrug store. Just at 
the étairs of the Kit Williams Building, 
on Madison street, another stranger 
rushed up to stranger No. 1, and after a 
hasty greciipg, asked him if he could 
change a $500 bill, Siranger No.1 pulled 
cut arollof biils and counted. e did 
not have quite enough. Turning to Mr. 
Rabb he iutroduces his friend Mr. Jones, 
aiso of Jacksonport, who is to be another 
fellow passenger. Jones is in a desperate 
aurry— rust pay little bill—and would 
accompany Rabband stranger No. 1 right 
down to the boat. ‘‘How much do you 
ieck of making the chauge?”’ asks Rabb. 
Nec. 1 has just three hundred dollars. 
Rabb immediately finds the other two 
hundred, and $500 bill is transferred from 
stranger No. 2, ‘‘ Mr. Jones,’’ to No. 1. 
No. 2dartacff to pay that little bill.’’ 
and leaves Rabb and No, 1 together. 
No. 1 asks Rabb to wait for him a moment 
—‘'just a few minutes while he runs up 
stairs to tellafriend good-bye,’’ and runs 
up stairs in the Kit Williams B'oc:. 
li.bb waitsa moment—a few minutes, 
ten minutes, a half hour—and no stran- 
ger No.l, Heemells a mice, in facta 
jarge siged rat, and hunts a policeman, 
aud they come back to search the block 
for siranger No.l. But it was too 
late. He was gone—gone a half hour 
Ia fact be had just walked up 
one pair of stsiras and down anot*er, 
come out on Second etreet and vamoused, 
leaving Rabb waiting for him on Madi- 
son. ‘lhe cese was pat in the hands of a 
detective, but upto writing no arrests 
have been made, 

Row on President's Island. 

A Mr. T. H. Carroway was brought to 
the cily yesterday morning, eeriouety 
wounded, in charge of a gang of armed 
negroes, some ten or adczen in number, 
anu in the Second District Sta. 
tionhouse. The negroes who had him 
in charge were very much excited, and 
when they brought him in enuteyed a 
charge of arson against bim. When 
questioned as to the effair, they gave a 
long rigmarole, from which it seems al- 
most impossible to extract the truth or 
make hea: or tale of it. It seeme, how- 
ever, that Mr. Carroway was sent down 
to the Isiond by Rolfe Saundere, E:q., to 
take charge of some property on wuich 
that geutleman had a lease. When he 
got down there he found a lot of negroes 
squatted on the place, baving built 
cabins and regularly settled there. 
Mr. Carroway cailed them up and offered 
to permit them to remain on the land if 
they would go to work and hire them- 
selves t» him (for Mr. Saunders.) If 
they woul! not, he gave them ten days 
to raove off the land. Moat of them re- 
fused to du either, and Mr. Carroway at 
the expiration of the ten days forced 
them to’ move and burned the buildings. 
This excited fhe negroes, and they 
formed themselves into a vigilance com- 
mittee, seized Mr. Carroway and started 
with him to town. During the melee 
one of them shot him, the ball or buck- 
shot taking effect in his leg, and making 
a severe wound. Commissioner Burditt 
examined the case yesterday, and ad- 
vised (hat warranis should be gotten out 
for,the arrest of both parties, and the 
ease be carried before a magistrate. We 
understand Mr. Carroway has caused 
warraots to be issued for the arrest of ali: 
the negroes concerned. |

The Suits against tts Debtors 


Radical Plan of Winding up the 
Concern, 


aoe Nashville Banner of Marah 5th 
says: 

ince the Bank of Tennessee passed 
into the hands of the Radical party it 
has been a mysterious institution. The 
Legislature adopted a plan for what was 
termed ‘‘winding”’ itup, put, judging 
from the statements given below, its upe- 
rations have been by no means charac- 
ter!zad by clock-work regularity. It will 
be remembered that a bill to eell out the 
whole concern was on its third passage 
in the House when the General Assem- 
adjourned. 

he following report from the commit- 
tee appointed to investigate the manage- 
ment of the bank are of much intereat: 


TESTIMONY OF H. G. &COVEL. 


Under the act passed February 16, 
1866, I was nominated by the Governor 
to the Senate, and confirmed as Director 
of the Bank of Tenncesee, with five 
others. Immediately thereafier the 
Board met, and was organized by the 
election of S. Watson as President; 
whereupon a committee of three, viz: 
Wateon, Lovering and Scovel were ap- 
pointed as the Working Committee—to 
ebtain an inventory of the assets of the 


These assets, in large and small bexass, 
trunks and vehicles of various kitda, 
some in tolerable order, and others iz; as 
= confusion, as can easily be itwag- 
ned, were received, with which the com- 
mittee labored in assorting, classi/ying, 
and inventoring several consecutive 
weeks, until the work was accomplished, 
when the whole was extrusted to the 
custody cf the officers elect of the bank, \ 
viz: 8. Watson, President, and W. J. 
Cochran, Cashier. 

Tie Board met for several consecutive 
months, with considerable promptness ; 
business was conducted with as much 
harmony as usually attends Boards,

We have brought suit against another

Loans were made by John A. Fisher, 
Cashier, after the removal of the bank 
from Nashville, to the amount of $539,- 
49461. These loans eppear to be almost 
entirely in Confederate money, and so 
sppear on the face of the notes; and 
iven for such 
loans, and made payable in gold, it has 
been proved by the parties that Confed- 
erate moncy was the consideration, re- 
duced to 8 gold basis, and that uo gold 
was received from the bank. 

No suit bas yet been brought against 
Mr. Fisher and his securities for reasons 
herptofore assigned, that we bave suits 
pending agaiast other Cashiers and their 
securities, which will decide all the prin- 
ciples that weuld be involved in a suit 
against Mr. Fisher and his ocurities. 


‘The business of the bank has been 
done, since my appointment as Trustee, 
principally by myself; and not by my- 
‘self and ..oard. J have done so because 
I had reason to believe it was the wish 
of che Board. Toat I had the power to 
do sv wiil appear from an extract of the

This course, a&.pureued by the 
President, may bave been attributable 
more to his deep-seated couvictiou that,

TESTIMONY OF A, LOVERING,

ANSWER.—There were found among 
the assets of the bank, evidences of gold

A.—We have breught no sult against

THE HoMICIDE IN Monrok County. 
A correspondent of the Banner details 
the particulars of the homicide bricfly 
mentioned by us a day or two ago.

Thus driven to 
deeperation, and unable to retreat any 
further, Heiskell seizod a shoe-knife and 
dealt bis aesailant a fatal stab in the 
side.
